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FATAL END OF H. C MERRILL'S 
ACCIDENT. 


Hurt While Trying to Board a Mov­ 
ing Train at the Berkeley 
Station Friday. 


Henry Charles Merrill, the Univer­ 
sity of California student, who was 
hurt Friday evening in an attempt to 
board a moving train at Berkeley sta­ 
tion, died yesterday afternoon. 
Mer­ 
rill had been taking part in a concert 
at Shattuck hall during the evening and 
left there to catch the 10 o'clock train 


for San Francisco to visit his parents 


who live at 1723 Washington street. 


The 
hall is distant from the station 
about 100 yards. 
The train was al­ 
ready pulling out when Meirill came 
from the hall and he made a dash for 
it. 
Under his arm he bore his violin, 
a very fine instrument. 
He made a 
desperate grab with his left hand for 
the car rail and caught it, but not with 
sufficient dexterity to save himself from 
being swung around and struck against 
the corner of the car. 
The shock 
loosened his hold on the rail and he 


was thrown to the ground. 
When he 


was picked up he was unconscious. A 
bunch of keys in his hip pocket was 
twisted out of shape and the violin, 
valued at $500 and highly esteemed by 
the family and the young man, was 
irreparably injured. 


The young man was borne to the 
Delta Kappa Epsilon Chapel House. 
Doctors Miner, Payne and Eastman 
were immediately called in. 
It was 
seen at once that Merrill had been se­ 
riously injured. 
Yesterday Dr. Luke 
Robinson of this city, the family physi­ 
cian, went to Berkeley. 
His father, 
John F. Merrill of the house of Hol- 
brook, Merrill & Stetson, was notified 
by telegraph of the gravity of his son's 
condition and went at once to his bed­ 
side. 
His grandparents and brother 
and sisters hastened also to the young 
man. 
His brother John, who is in the 
same class' '98, watched all night and 
his extreme grief and solicitude were 
touching. 


tor a long time before his death 
Merrill was conscious and recognized 
the friends who called upon him. Life 
at last ceased in the afternoon despite 
all that the skill of the physicians could 
do to restore the waning vitality. His 
death was due to uremic poisoning, 
caused by violent shock to the nerve 
centers. 
Dr. H. N. Miner said yester­ 
day: 
"I never saw a more profound 
and prolonged shock follow such an 
insignificant injury. 
He had concus­ 
sion of the spine, but it was not injured. 
There was no paralysis. 
We tried 
some stimulation but it was of no avail. 
There was no assimilation. 
The stom­ 
ach would absorb , nothing." 
A little 
color came to his face in the morning 
but soon passed away and after that he 
sank rapidly. 


Merrill was 20 years old and was 
born in.San Francisco. 
His early edu­ 
cation was had in the public schools 
and his preparatory education in the 
Belmont School. 
The remains were 
sent to San Francisco today, and the 
funeral will take place tomorrow. 


The Coroner's Jury met at Albert 
Brown's undertaking parlors on Center 
street this morning, where 
Coroner 
Baldwin has a branch office and held 
an inquest upon the body of the de­ 
ceased. 
After several witnesses had 
been examined the following verdict 
a was rendered: 


We, the jury do find that the name 
of the deceased was Henry C. Merrill 
and that he was a native of San Fran­ 
cisco and nearly 21 years of age, and 
that he died at nearly eight minutes to 
two o'clock on the afternoon of Nov­ 
ember 3d, at the Di K. E. Chappel in 
Berkeley, Alameda county, California. 
We further find that his death was 
caused from injuries that jie received 
on the evening of November 1st 1895, 
while trying to board a moving train.
